EC A U SE adequate financial support has been withheld 
the University of Georgia is facing a reduction in rank 


in the classification of American colleges. 
In the past the 


financial support has been meager, hindering the university 


in trving to care for the needs of the state that \n ere 


presented. 
It has been ictarded in growth and may be com­ 


pelled to step backward and downward to a more humble 


position. 


Naturally the university officials are alarmed at the 


situation and have been doing all in their power to prevent 


that bitter humiliation from coming to the state. 
They 


have sought various means for increasing the income aside 


from state appropriations, 
t h e y could raise the funds nec­ 


essary if they could increase the tuition to $300 per year 


and hold the same number of students now enrolled. 
But 


no man associated with the university believes the student 


body would be as large if the tuition were so increased. 


The charges in that line are high now, so high officials 


know it has hindered many students from enrolling. 
To 


make a large increase would shut the door to ofhtrs. 


It is difficult to understand the thought of the public 


that would permit such a situation to bo developed in a 


proud commonwealth. 
Surely f h e men an i women of 


Georgia will not weaken and humiliate their university 


that a few dollars may be pared from appropriations. 
Clos­ 


ing the doors of Hic university to high school graduates 


ambitious to keep going in their educational work wou.d 


be the limit of bad government, worse than toby, a costly 


blunder from which the state would labor long to recover. 


For such a blunder there could be no justification provided. 


The need cf each state is more of education, deers wide 


open, charges the lowest possible, appropriations of gener­ 


ous sums bv the state, that hum anity may be better and 


stronger for real woik as the next genetation arrives on 


the scene. 
It would seem safe to presume Georgia will 


find a way to keep her university at the present standing 


or push higher as the years come. . 


ANTI-AIRCRAFT GUNS. 
I 
n recent tests anti-aircraft guns were able to make a rec­ 
ord far above any made previously. 
A target was 
towed by an airplane 6,000 feet above the earth at the rate 


of 70 miles per hour and the aircraft guns were able to score 


one hit in 18 shots while firing the gun each five seconds. 
T he score made is about six times as good as was claimed 
by the gunners at the end of the war when shooting was 
done tinder combat conditions. 


Men wh o are familiar with the anti-aircraft guns do 
not claim accuracy of shooting is obtainable in the sam e 
way in which it has been obtained in other forms of artillery 
combat. The anti-aircraft gun has a large value as deter­ 
rent. 
It has a great range, can be fired rapidly, can be hand­ 
led to distribute the shots widely; when shells are used they 
are loaded with high explosives that cause great pockets to 
be formed in the air when exploded, making air navigation 
extremely hazardous for pilots even though there may be 
no hits scored. 
\ \ itll these shells bursting all about there 
is nothing for the airplane to do but *et out of range by 
distance or height, 
There remains always the lone chance 
that a hit may be scored, and no one wants to be in a . place 
that is hit when a mile of space is open between the plane 
and the ground. 
Artillery experts on duty in France dur­ 
ing the war sought to use the anti-aircraft guns for their 
deterrent and disturbing values, hoping, naturally, that a 
hit might be scored bur in no wise disappointed if each 
shot failed to reach the target. 
One of the foremost artillery 
experts said then that if one hit in a thousand shots were 
made the guns would prove their worth. 


There have been 
many 
improvements 
made 
in the 
guns, their plan of handling and 
in other ways since the 
war was ended. Naturally the gunners want to score hits. 
If one shot in each 18 is a hit, at a distance of more than 
a mile and a speed of more than a mile a minuate, it must be 
conceded the gunners have been making great progress in 
their work since the war ended. T h at would make air navi­ 
gation dangerous, extremely so, and would make 
anti-air­ 
craft guns a very important weapon for defense.
